words of my text; viz. ofthe Reaſonor Motive, 
which I defire to lay down asa generall ground 
or Point of doctrine; andthen from thence to en-

1. Firſt from hisname, The Devil. 
It is not requilite in this place curiouſly to diſ- 


pute, or define what the Devil is: it is ſufficient- | 


ly known that he was atthe firſt created by God 
aglorious angel of light, perfely good and hap- 
py,and placed in heaven. Onely he was not 1mmu- 
tabils in bono, that is, [mmutably good; which is a 
property peculiarto God alone: and therefore by 
finne he loſt his firſt eſtate, was thrown downfrom 
heaven, and of anangel of light became an impure 
ſpirit,-the moſt accurſed of all creatures: and, as 
S. Peter ſpeaketh,* God caſt him down,and delivered 
him ito chains of darkneſſe tobe reſerved unto judge- 
ment: or as the former tranſlation did read, tobe 
kept wnto damuation. That which is more to my 
preſent purpole, is roconfider him (according to 
the ſcope and intent of the Apoftle inthis place) 
as hes an enemic unto mankinde. Indeed his 
hatred and malice was at the firſt, and principally 
bent againſt God himfelf; becauſe in his juſt 
judgement he deſpoiled him, or deprived him of 
his ſtate of glory & felicitie, and condemned him 
to eternall and unavoidable torments. And there- 
fore immediately thereupon he did, and alwaies 
doth by all means to the uttermoſt of his power, 
ſeek to obſcure and hinder the glory of God,and 


|to oppoſe himſelf againſt God. Bur ( as one faith

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Now this deadly few'd, mortall hatred , and 
bloudy cruelty which he pratiſeth againſt all the 
children of God , our Apoſtle hath moſt excel- 
tently, and to the full deſcribed in the words of 
my rext, beginning firſt (as I obſerved before ) 
with his name, The Devil. 

Some do rightly ſtile him Tloavarouos, One full 
of names; as. Argos was of eyes. * Perſequitur me 

o/tis, cus nomina mille, mille nocendi artes ( faith 
Hierome ) An enemie parſueth me, which hath a 
thouſand names, a thauſand ſubtill devices to annoy | 
or hurt us. And indeed in the Scriptures, both in 
the Old and New Teſtament, we finde great va- 
rietie of names aſcribed unto him : as when he is 
called, a Serpent, a Lion, a Dragon,a Fox,a Cocka- 
trice, the Leviathan, the Evill one, the Tempter ,the 
Envious man, the Accuſer of the brethren, Satan, the 
Devil, exc. All which together with ſome others, 
do ſerve tocxpreſle his rage and furic, either a- 
gainſt God, or Man, or both of them. 

But becauſe the Apoſtle inthis place hath layed 
down ſo full a deſcription thereof , I will paſſe 
by that varietie of his names or titles , and con. 
fine my ſelf onely to that which is in the words 


lof my text, The Dewvil. 


The originall word A&afexcs is familiarly 
known to the learned to be derived of «wafw2er, 
which (as ſome.,and Fretius by name,affirm ){1gni- 
fieth rreacherouſly to take, or deceive by falſe and ly- 
ing words.

Secondly,he is no lefle malicious in flandering 
and accuſing of man alſo unto God) for he it is 
that is alwaies ready ( when we have ſinned ) to 
cry out againſt us, and accuſe us, requiring of 
God ( according to the ſtri& rule of his juſtice ) 
not to ſpare us being offenders,bur to poure down 
vengeance upon our heads, having juſtly deſerved 
puniſhment. And of this we have ſufficient proof, 
from the teſtimony, or confeſſion of his own 
month in the firſt chapter of Job; where he ac-

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knowledged unto the Lord, that he had been

Chriſt: for the Accuſer of our brethren is caſt down, | 
which accuſed them before our God day & night. Nay, 
he isnot onely an Accuſer of us, but alſo (accord- 
ing to his name )a falſe flandercr, and malicious 
back-biter : for he doth not onely accuſe us for 
the ſinnes which we have indeed committed, bur 
alſo wreſteth our good actions, and exclaimeth a. 
gainſt us for them, pretending that they are done 
either in hypocriſie, or for ſome by, and finiſter 
reſpe&, &c. Yea,if hecaneſpie but an appearance 
of evil in us, he will nor ſtick to accuſe us, that 
we havealready committed thatevil, whereof he 
doth but ſuſpect us: fo wreſfting and miſconſtru- 
ing all our actions to the worſt ſenfe, and making 
of every molehill an' huge mountain. Thus; 
wrongfully did he flander Job, that he ſerved

between them: and by that means many times 
he cauſeth thoſe that before were intire friends, 
to become mortall enemies. And thar is indeed 
AtaBaxuerr, ft play the Devil : for ſo the 7 Philoſo- 
her maketh thoſe two to imply the ſame thing, 


to ſlander, and to make friends become foes. Princes, 
and Potentates many-times break forth into mu- 
tuall-difcord, and unjuſt 'warres: Private perſons 
one againſt another with envie, hatred, and 
malice, &c. but in them all the Devil.blows the 
coal, and increafeth the flame of their fury by 
his ſecret practiſes of malice, ſlander, 8c. where- 
by he bringerhto paſſe, that ſmall ſparks of diſ-| 
cord inthe beginning, do end in bloud and mur- 
der. Thus doth he maliciouſly deprave and 
flander God to Man, Man to 'God, and one Man 
unto another: and therefore he is rightly called 
aidBbones, the Devil. ;

As the lion is an Embleme of diverſe things 
in Hieroglyphiques : ſo alſo is it uſed diverſe 
waies Metaphorically by the Spirit of God in 
the holy Scriptures. 6 

I. In reſpeRof his ſingular ſtrength, courage, 
and generoſity, as being the king of = 
Chriſt himſelf is repreſented by a Lion, and cal- 
led ® The Lion of the tribe of Judah. And ſuch a 
deſcription doth Jacob make of the tribe of Ju- 
dah. * Judah i a Lions whelp: from the prey, my 
| ſonne,thou art gone up: he ſtouped down, he couched 
as a Lion, and as an old Lion: who ſhall rouſe him 
- Which he ſpake to foreſhew, 'that that tribe 

uld be more warlike and powerfull then the 
other tribes; and ſhould for a long time poſleſſe 
the ſcepter and kingdome over them all. And 
when the Prophet would deſcribe God as a 
mighty warriour vindicating -his people from 
the power of their enemies, he uſeth this ſimi- 
litude of a Lion, ſaying , * Like «s the Lion, and. 
the young Lion roaring on his prey, when a multitude 
of ſhepherds is called forth againſt him, he will not 
be afraid of their voice , nor abaſe himſelf for the 
noiſe of them : So ſhall the Lord of hoſts come down to 
fieht for mount Sion,and for the hill thereof. And ſo 
alſo by the compariſon of a Lion doth Homer | 
ſet forth Diomedes; and Virgil doth the like in 
the ſtory of Aneas.

And likewiſe he is called a Dra- 
gon, Yea, a * Great red Dragon,having ſcuen heads 
and tex horns: whoſe ſtrength was fo great, that 
his tail drew the third part of the ſtarres of heaven, 
and did caſt them to the earth, And elſewhere he 
is called © Leviathan, the piercing ſerpent, even Le- 
viathau that 'crooked ſerpent : 4 whoſe force is 
deſcribed by God himſ lf to be invincible by rhe 
power of man. And leſt you ſhould think , that 
(being compared to ſuch beaſts ) he ſhould be 
de rn. ſtrong, ſturdy, and boiſterous; but withall 


ſhould want wiſdome and policy, which are the 


chief finews of- warre :,and ſo. might, aotwith- 


| ſtanding his mighty ſtrength, cafily be vanquiſh- 


ed by man, who though he be not the ftrong- 
eft, yet by his wiſdome is the Lord, and ruler 
of all theſe inferiour creatures, Lions/, Dragons, 
Serpents, &c, He is alſo compared to man, and 
tro the mightieſt amongſt men; in which reſpect 
our Saviour Chriſt calleth him, © Fortem firma- 
tum, A ſtrong man armed, keeping his palace,and his 
goods in peace , and that in deſpight of all the 
power of man; untill oe ſtronger then he (which 
is Chriſt ) cometh upon him, and overcometh him, 
and taketh from him all his armonr wherein he truſt- 
ed , and divideth his ſpoils. Yea, and ( whereas

And therefore he is no common adverſary, 
that we ſhould contemne him, or ſlightly regard 
him when he roareth againſt us as a Lion : we 
fight not,as the proverb is, Cum umbra aſini, with | 
ſome phantaſticall ſhadow, thar is, ſome baſe, im- 
potent, and contemptible Adverſarie:* We wreſtle | *Epheſs,-2. 
not againſt fleſh and bloud; but againſt principalities, 
and powers ; againſt the rulers of the darkneſſe of| 
this world, againſt ſpirituall wickedneſſe, or wicked |

| 2. And ſecondly,the Spirit of God comparech 

him to beaſts, to teach us to expect nothing from | 
him, bur beaſtly and brutiſh cruelty. And there- | 
forc is he here compared toalion roaring after his 
| E 2 prey; 
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prey;whichis1ſo hungry, 8& ravenous,that he deſi- 
reth nothing ſo much, as to ſciſe upon & devoure 
that which he purſueth. He hunteth as fiercely 
and greedily after the ſouls of men, as the hungry 
roaring lion doth after the bodies of thoſe crea- 
rures which he uſeth to prey upon:'yea herein 
he farre exccedeth the Lion, whereunto he is 
compared: for the Lion rageth bur againſt the bo- 
| . . : , X 

dy; whereas his malice is chiefly bent againſt 
the ſoul : and whereas the Lion devoureth.the bo. 
dies ofmen and beaſts onely to ſarisfic his hunger, 
the Devil pratiſeth the ſame cruelty againſt 
mens ſouls for ſport and paſtime, onely becauſe 
he delighteth in bloudand cruelty. And therefore 
is he fitly compared to the great red Dragon - of 
which kinde of beaſts Plinie and others which 
write the naturall hiſtoric of the creatures, re- 
port the ſame thing, viz. that he devoureththe 
bodies of men, not onely for hunger, but alſo for 
plcafurcand delight. Ir is manifeſt by the hiſtory 
of the Goſpel written by the foure Evangeliſts, 


|that the Devil,this roaring Lion, exerciſeth great 


cruelty upon the bodies of them whom he poſle(- 
ſeth; horribly vexing, and miſerably excruciating 
& abuſing his members. He draweth- their mouthes 
awry , ftoppeth their breath , cauſeth their 
rongues to hang out of their mouthes , writhes 
theirnecks about, finks their eyes into their heads, 
rolleth their bodies together like a ball,and ®tear- 
oy them that they fome and gnaſh their teeth , and 
pine away, and ofitimes caſteth them intothe fire and | 
into the water to deſtroy them, This is evident Dy |

1. His diligence is intimated in that one word 
Znray, Seeking , which ſeemerh to have relation 
ro the perſons,as the former phraſe of walking 
had unto the places. And therefore like as before 
I obſerved, that no place in the whole carth is 
out of his walk or circuit: ſo herealſo his ſeeking 
or diligent ſearching implicth, that he leaveth 
no man free, but ſifts and tries the ſonnes ofmen | 
ad unam, to every individuall perſon. He leaverh 
none unaſſaulted, he aſlaileth and rempteth, nor 
onely the wicked, as he- did Saul ® 70 ki} David 
with a ſpeare: Judas ? tobetray Jeſus bis Lord and 
Maſter, and afterward 4 to go forth and deſperatcly 
hang himſelf: Ananias and Sapphira * zo lie unto the 
holy Ghoſt, c.Butalſo the godly, aShe did David 
through pride! to cauſe the people Fo be numbred:S0- 
lomon his ſonne , through thg inſtigation of his 
ſtrange wives, to the groſle finne of * 1dolatyie. 
The Apoſtles of our Saviour Chriſt, *to ſrive a- 
mong themſelves which of them ſhould be accounted 
the greateſt: $. Auguſtine to procraſtinate his repen- 
tance, ec. Not Paul, nor Peter, nor Job, nor 
Moſes, nor Lot, nor Noah, nor Adam himſelf 
( though in paradiſe ) went ſcot free; but they 
wereall to the uttermoſt ſoughr our, fifted, and 
ſtrongly aſſaulted by him. Yeaſoimpudent and

For this is his continuall ſtudy, this is his onely deſire, 
that he may devoure thoſe ſouls whom thou haſt crea- 
ted.. Our Saviour. Chrilt ſairh, © My meat is to do 
thewill of him that ſent me, and to finiſh his work; 
thereby. intimating, that he tookas much plea- 
ſure and delight in finiſhing that work, for which 
God the Father ſent him into the world, the re- 
demption or ſalvation of mankinde; as car- 
nall men did in feeding and refreſhing their 
hungrie bodies with meat and drink. But the 
Devils diſpoſition is direly contrary thereunto: 
for his meat and drink, that is,his chief pleaſure 
and delight, isto increaſe his inſatiable crueltie, 
by hurting and deſtroying the bodies and ſouls 
of men. In which regard he is truely ſtiled,3na- 
pixaxes, ONe that rejoyceth onely in that which is 
evil continually. And whether he vanquiſh us 
by main force, as enemies; or allure us by ſubrill 
enticements to ſubmit our ſelves unto him , the 
caſe is all one: for he in the. end rewardeth 
thoſe that ſerve him, and obey him obſequiouſly 
all the dayes of their lives, with the ſame mea- 
ſure wherewith he repayeth thoſe that oppoſe 
themſelves as enemies againſt him ; bur are 
vanquiſhed and overcome by him. 4 Nullo pla- 
catur obſequio; No manner of dutifullneſſe, or 
humble ſervice can incline him to pitie and com- 
paſſion. As he is a bloudy and cruell Adverſary, 
ſo he is a mercileſſe Maſter: for nothing will _ 
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fice him howlocver the caſe be , but devouring 
of their ſouls and bodies for eycr. Indeed itis 
written of the Lion, that he is of that royall and 
generous diſpoſition, that he ſpareth thoſe thar 
{ubmir themſelves betore him , and lie proftrate 
at his feet: bur if they once offer to depart from 
him, then in his rage he faſteneth his paws u on! 
them, and teareth them in pieces. And in like | 
manner, the roaring Lion of hell doth ſometimes 
ſpare the wicked and ungodly for the preſent, | 
when they yeeld,andſ{ubmit themſelves unto him, 
to be led by him: bur it they once offer to de- | 
part from'him, or but to turn their faces towards 
heaven ; he preſently ſhewerth himſelf in his co- 
lours, and like a develiſh fiend ſeeketh to de- | 
voure their bodies and fouls. Whereof Pharaoh | 
the Egyptian king was a true type; under whom 
the :children of Iſrael had reſt and lived quietly 
in the land of Goſhen, ſo long as they ſubmir- 
ted themſelves to him, and yeelded to be his (er- 
vants : but when he was compelled to let them 
go, then he played the Devil, and purſued'them 
in © hoſtile manner, ſecking utterly to :deſtroy;| « pxod.

on of hell, which daily ſecketh re deyoure him. : 
And herein it is; that the Apoſtle in this place 
doth deſire to inſtryR us, and this is the end and, | 
{cope which he aimeth ar ja this exhoxrtation, _ | 
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| ſober , be vigilant.' Wherein the Apoſtle com- 
mendeth unto us tio ſingular Chriſtian vertues, 
or graces , no- lefle requiſite for the ſpirituall 
ſouldier, then all the former armour and weapons 
preſcribed unto him: For what'are weapons 
without wiſdome, and skill to manage and uſe 
them e Did nor little David ® with a ſcrip and 
4 fling overcome great Goliah, notwithſtanding 
the corpulency of his body, and his huge and 
boiſterous armour, and cut-off his head with his 
own ſword? And if we deſire in like manner to 
prevail againſt this infernall Goliah, our Adver- 
ſary the Devil; the Apoſtle exhorts us to march 
againſt him, not onely armed with the whole 
armour of God, but alſo furniſhed with two 
Chriſtian graces, which he here commendeth 
unto us, | 

x. Sobriety. ws 
- 2, Vigilancie, or watchfullneſſe, 

I, Sobriety ; Be ſober, Whereia he implicth, 


that being beſet with ſo many dangers, it beho- 
veth us not to carry ourſelves looſely, and ſecure- 
ly as if we neither regarded life nor death, hea- 
ven nor hell, bur to paſſe our time in fear and 
trergbling, and in Chriſtian moderation and ſo- 
brietie. | Fo. | 
Sobriety is commonly oppoſed to Ebriety , 
and thereforethe Schoolmen affirm; that itis in ge- 
nerall nothing elſe, but Abftinentia ab omni inchri- 
ativo, Abſtinencie from every thing that doth inebri- 
Lee, or cauſe drunkenneſſe. And we arc-hereto conſ1- 
der farther, that there is both a double Sobri- 
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the body: Andthe other ſpirituall, of the ſoul, or 
inward man. Ebrietie of the body, is when it is 
diſtempered by the immoderate uſe of wine, or 
ſome ſuch other things,which do trouble the ſen- 
ſes, and intoxicate the brain. Ebriety of the ſoul, 
is whenitis ſpiritually drunk with the ſweetneſſe 
of pleaſures, luſts , aud concupiſcence or with 
Idolatrie, and the ® Spirituall cup of abomina- 


ſoul and body doth appeare to be nothing elſe, 
but a continuall abſtinence from all ſuch things 
as cauſe any diſtemper, ſurfer, or drunkenneſle, 
cither in ſoul or body. For ſo Auguſtine faith, 
* Sobrictas eſt mentis & ſenſus , membrorum omni. 
um corpori(que tutela; criminumque & vitiorum om- 
nium fuga; that'is, Sobrietie is the due keeping , or 
ordering of tht minde and the ſenſes, & all the mem:- 
bers, and the whole body; and the fleeing or avoiding 
of all ſmnes and vices: which deſcription hath re- 
lation both to ſoul and body. Now then Satan 
our Adverſary , this roaring helliſh.Lion, uſually 
prevaileth not againft ſuch as having put onthe 
armour of God, do paſſe their time in fincerity 
of life, in fear and trembling, in moderation and 
ſobrietie; but againſt them, which by riot and 
exceſſe, and by their wicked: and finfull lives do 
give Satan advantage againft them. For what 
power harha man corporally drunk, to reſiſt his 
enemies,though weaker then himſelf. He that can- 
not well ſtand on his leggs, or govern: himſelf, 


how ſhall he manage his weapons,or reſiſt his Ad-

tions. And on the contrary , ſobriety both of |

the bewitching power of ſuperſtition, or the 


to uſe tus ſpirituall weapons, or to reſiſt this roar- 
ing lion, which ſceketh to devoure both his bo- 
dy and foul. And therefore doth the Apoſtle ſo 
earneſtly exhort us, Be ſober. | 

2. Vigilancie, or watchfulneſle; Be wigilaxt. 
This is the other grace or vertue required of us: 
and it isa Metaphor taken a rebus bellics, from war- 
like affairs. For like as when any citie, fort, or | 
caſtle is beſieged; or when an army lieth in the 
open field, they never dare give themſelves over 
wholly to ſecurity ; bur alwaics night and da 
have their Scouts, Sentinells,or Corps-du-guard, 
to keep watch and ward, leſt the enemie ſudden- 
ly approaching, and taking his advantage, ſhould 
ſurprize them and deſtroy them. So likewiſe $a- 
ran with all his troups and helliſh forces, lying 
in wait, and continually beficging our ſouls, 
ſceking to deſtroy, or devoure them, the Apo- 
le requireth that we never give our ſelres over 
tro linfull ſecuritie , bur that webe vigilant,and 
keep a continuall watch and ward againſt the 
enemies of our ſouls, and our ſalvation. And 
this vigilancy and watchfulneſſe is partly of the 
body,8 partly of the ſoul. Thebodily watching 
is a moderate abſtinence from natnrall ſleep, 
ro the end that we may give our ſelves to prayer, 
and bethe more fit to perform other godly and 
Chriſtian duties. The vigilancy of the ſoul is|

when we do not reſt ſecure in our ſinnes being

thians do very fitly agree; Awake to live righteouſly, 
and ſin not. Whereby it appeares,thar to live righ - 
reouſly, and not to finne, is to keepthe ſpiritua)l 
watch. Now both theſe kindes of vigilancy are 
here required of us , but eſpecially that of the 
ſoul: though the body of neceſſity muſt ſometimes 
ſleep, yet the ſoul ſhould never fleep in finne and 
| ſecuritie; bur iris our parts hercin to be like unto 
the Spouſe, which ſaith, 7 ſleep , but my heart wa- 
keth. The Devil watcheth continually for an op- 


and. then finding .us unarmed ) he ſound crh the 
alarm, and' chargeth us with fo ſudden an_on- 
ſer, that many times we are vanquiſhed before 
we perceive the danger, or can prepare and arm 
our ſelves. And therefore doth the Apoſtle here ſo 

inſtantly urge the neceflity of this vigilancy. And 
ſo doth our Saviour Chriſt alſo, *Watch and pray, 

that ye eter not into tcmptation. And again, * Take 
heed to your ſelves , wy at any time your hearts be 
7 overcharged with ſurfetting, and drunkenneſſe, and 
cares of this life. Watch ye therefore ,and pray continu- 
| ally, And in the writings of S. Paul nothing is more: 
frequent, then ſuch like Exhortations : and he 
prefixeth ſobriety before vigilancy ;. becauſe 
thoſe thatareto- keep watch and ward , had need 
tO be ſober; or elſe how ſhall they be fic both 
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portunity toſer upon us whenwe are moſt ſecure: |

ratum ad devorandum , nihilominus dormimus , & 
laſcivimus in pigritits noſtris , tanquam ſecuri ante 
eum, qui nihil aliud deſiderat , quam ut nos perdat. 
That 1s, And yet, o Lord, ſuch is our moſt wicked fol-, 
ly, that although we continually ſee the Dragonwith 
open month bent againſt us, and ready to devonre us, 
yet notwithſtanding we ſleep ſccure, and luxuriate in 
our lazy wantonneſſe, as being ſecure befare him, who 
who- deſires nothizg elſe but to _— 15; Secure 
worldlings,in ſtead of fighting the " Sears battels, 
ſpend their time in finne and wantonnelle,in luſts. 
and uncleanneſſe, in ſurfetting and all voluptu-

ing, and by a fſimilitude taken from lightning,

For the more orderly and profitable handling 
of theſe words, obſerve three things : 

7. The Matter which Chriſt confirmeth to be 
true, viz. Satans falling fromheaven. | 

2. The Manner of it; like lightning. 

3. The Teſtimonie whereby he confirms it, 
viz. of himſelf; ſaw, or beheld. 

1. The matterconfirmed. 

The matter confirmed is, Satans falling from 
heaven; wherein we have two things.

of'the world. For this ſword of the Spirit, the word 
of God, is rightly tiled a arenas, becauſe it doth!

Solomon by his great wiſdome had formerly 
diſcovered a diſeaſe, which doth much haunt 
riches, or rather rich men: *® He that loveth filver, 
ſhafl not be ſatisfied with ſilver; nor he that loveth 
abundance , with increaſe : this alſo vanity, Co- 
vetouſhefle is a ſpiriruall dropſy. ® 2u9 plus ſunt 
pote, plus ſitiuntur aque; T he more men drink of ſuch 
waters , the more their thirſt after increaſeth. Now 
the Preacher being a ſpirituall phyſician, before | 
the concluſion of his ſermons, preſcriberh a re-- 
ceipt, medicine, or remedy , for this maladie. 
And herein he proceedeth according to the true: 
methode of healing:. for- having. diſcovered the 
cauſe of the diſeaſe to be a kinde of Plethorie, or 
fulneſſe, or an infallible defire of riches, which 
we commonly call avarice ; he proccedethin the

He hath diſperſed, he hath given to the poore,his righ- 
teouſneſſe endureth for ever. And indeed, thatis the 
beſt kinde of charity which is ſodiſperſed or ſcat- 
tered abroad. Many littles given unto many being 


indiſtreſſe, is better then much conferred upon 
onezmore being refreſhed by our bounty, 8 more 
thankſgiving redounding unto God thereby. But 
ler me obſerve with you, that the Metaphor of 
Caſting,doth chiefly imply two things in the man- 
ncr of our profeſling the duty of charity. 

I. Thatit be performed freely : for whocom- 
pelleth the husbandman to caſt or ſow his ſeed up- 
onhis land? it is his ownfree and voluntary a, 
cheerefully and willingly performed in expecati- 
on of a future harveſt. So ought this our ſpirituall 
caſting or ſowing, ts be free and uncompelled ; as 


of neceſiitie: for God loveth a cheerefull giver. It is 
called Eleemoſyna, a work of mercy ; which it can- 
not be properly called, except it be libera, non coa- 
Ha, free and without compulſion. If it be by com- 
pulſion, it is obedience to a commandment in- 
deed, but not a work of mercy*, wherein mercie 
and compaſhon ſhould be the primum movens, the

But if we defire to 
have-God to accepr it, and repay us bountifully 
wicth.a rich harveſt, we muſt do it cheerefully and 
freely (notas of neceſſity or compultion) bur libe- 
rally,or (as the Apoſtle faith) ? as a matter of boun- 
tie,and x0t of covetouſneſſe. But, me thinks, I heare 
carnall covetous men.and churliſh Nabals anſwer- 
ingme, as the Apoſtles once anſwered our Savi- 
our Chriſt , diſputing of the eating of his fleſh 
and drinking his bloud, orelſe they had nolite in 
them , 4.Hic duruseſt ſermo;, This i an hard ſaying, 
&c. Carnall men cannot away with caſting ſo 
freely : they are hardly brought to beleeve this, 
and with much more difficulty to performit. And 
the reaſon is, becauſe they are deluded with two 
falſe grounds.

Compell them to their duty, 
bur withall, ſhut not up your * bowels of compaſs1- 
on towards them, ſuffering them to ſtarve for 
want of relief. Butalas ! we need not tobe too 
curious ofthis point in theſe dayes : for when ſo 
many thouſands in this hard time ſeek and deſire 
work, and yet have-not toeat ; how cane want 
fit objects of our bounty and liberalitic 2 
But enough concerning this point, the Manner 
how we are to exerciſe our charitie. 
The Matter thus to be caſt, or the ſeed thus 
freely | 
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freely and bountifully to be ſownand diſperſed, 
is bread: no ſtrange thing, or hard to be obtained; 


bur thy bread, ſuch as thou haſt, and which none of 
the richer ſort, to whom Solomon chiefly di- 
receth this precepr, do want;that ſo he might pre- 
| vent all objections ariſing from the difficulty of 
| obraining that which is fo freely and liberally 
| caſt, ſown, or beſtowed. But for the better and 
| more full underſtanding ofthis circumſtance,con- 
ſider two things; : 
I. The ſcope and fignification of the word 
bread. 
| 2. The propriety of it, it muſt be thy bread. 
| 1. Doth he intend onely bare bread * Muſt no. 
thing elſe be given? * Varro, ſo much extolled for 
the Latine tongue, deriveth panerm, a paſcendo; 
bread, of feeding; in which ſenſe it imports tood or 
feeding ingenerall. And Divines go further, and 
ſay, Per panemintelliguntur omnia neceſſaria; By bread 
weare to underſtand all neceſſary things. Which they 
diſtinguiſh into two kindes ; 1» panem ncceſatatis, 
& panem aimenſi; Into the bread of necefiitie, and the 
| breadof our portion. Under the firſt they compre- 
hend mecar, drink, apparrell, and all ſuch neceſſa- 
ries without which life cannot be maintained: and 
under the other, thoſe things which we call ſola- 
| tiawvite; ſuch things as help to make this life com- 
fortable unto us, although litebe no way hazard- 
| edor endangered by the defect or want of them, 
&c. Ina word, it is uſuall with Interpreters to re- 
ferre us to the fourth Petition in the Lords pray- 
| er, for the right underſtanding of the extent of x 4 |

word bread; viz. in theſe words, Þ Give us this day 
our daily bread: for eademeſt regula dandi & accipt- 
enai;The ſame rule i to be obſerved both in giving and 
receiving. And in thatPetition (by the conſent of 
the moſt Expoſitors) we crave all neceflaries both 
for ſoul and body, this life andthe life ro come : 
for (as Chriſt ſaith) <Mar liverth not onely by bread, 
&c. Will you then briefly heare the ſcope of this 
word bread? This is it, To pray for the ſinners,to 
teach the ignorant, counſel the weak, comfort the 
afflicted, reprove the vitious,correc the ſtubborn, 
forgive offences, feed the hungry, give drink to 


ſenger, viſit the ſick, comfort thecaptives,and bury 
the dead. And (as Nazianzen faith) Sz nihil ha. 
bes, collacryma; If thou haſt nething to give , yet ſhew 
thy compaſsion bythy teares. Thatis (as the Apoſtle 
ſaith ) 4 Weep with themthat weep. Thus farre ex- 
tends the word bread, implying that we ſhould (ac- 
cording to-our abilitie ) be helpfull to-ſuch as are 
in any kinde of diſtreſſe, whether in reſpe& of bo- 
dy or ſoul, this life or that to come. And this is 
the matter,orthat which we are to caſt,or the feed 
which weare to ſow ſo cheerefully and ſo libe- 
rally. 

2 Weare nexttoconſidertheproprictie of the 
word bread. It muſt be thy bread: which implyeth 
two things. Firſt, thar it muſt be given, $7 tans, if 
i bethine. Secondly, it muſt be beſtowed, du: tu- 
ws, while it ts thine: orelſe thou doeſt nor caſf thy 
bread.

caſe which the Prophet ſpeaketh of, like —

ſons, theone naked, the other clothed ; ſhouldſtthounot 
do wrong to take the garment of the clothed , andgive 
tothe naked ? Ita qui Deo ex rapina eleemoſynam pa. 
rat, (ſaith he) Such i his caſe which out of wrong, 
rapine, or oppreſſion _ a ſacrifice oy an almeſ- 
deed to offer unto God. God would none of * Sauls 
ſacrifices, ofthe ſheep and oxen reſerved fromthe 
prey takenfromthe Amalekites,though they were 
of the beſtand fatteſt 3 becauſe they were unlaw- 
fully gotten,by open diſobedience to the expreſſe 
commandment of God. Bur if that thoy, giveſt 
be pure tuum, lawfully and truely thine; then God ac-

Secondly , Dum tus, It muſt be caſt, given, or 
ſown alſo while it is thine, The manner of too 
many, is wholly to deferre the preferment of this 


neither any longer enjoy that they have, nor 
ſpend any more of it in laſcivious, riotous, or 
wanton manner : and if then (Having been un- 
mercifull and uncharitable all their life-rime)they 
bequeatha little legacie to the poore, or to ſome 
other godly uſe; they think they have ſo abun- 
dantly ſatisfied and pleaſed God, that their ſwel- 
ling hearts can hardly be kept down from think- 
ing that they have done a work either of Merit or 
Supererogation; whereas it is ſcarce a work of 
charity in them: for in that caſe S. Auſtine ſaith 
truely, that the danger is, N? mortua fit morientis 
eleemoſyna; Leſt the-charitie of the dying prove tobe 
dead. Neither indeed were it charity properly, 
but rather ( as I ſaid before ) a thong cut from an- 
other mans hide: for he js but a ſteward under 
God over that which he hath, and thar ar the fur- 
theſt but for term of life: and therefore then onely 
togive, whenheis ſummoned with a! Redde ratio- 
nem villicationss tus, Give an account of thy ſteward- 


ſhip, 
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ſhip, is not properly to part with any thing of his 
own, but rather to take ſo much from the next 
ſucceeding ſteward. Ir isarule in husbandry, to 
till and ſow betimes fora good crop: and fo is it in 
this ſpirituall husbandry , wherein ® God loweth a 
cheerefall giver, but he likes not of delayes. * Mo. 
ra ingratum reddttur, & parum amabile quicquid de- 
deris; that is, Whatſocver thou beſtoweſt delay makes 
it the leſſe acceptable, and the leſſe regarded. He that 
gives quickly doubles the value of the gift; which 
moved the Philoſopher to ſay,® Optimum beneficis 
condimentum celeritas, Nothing ſeaſoneth a benefit ſo 
well as celeritie inthe {qa of it. And there- 
fore, though I mult needs grant, theſe deeds of 
charitie to be better on the death-bed, then not 
at all; Better late (as we ſay) then never,and would 
not otherwiſe be underſtood, yet the Wiſemans 
counſel is to give or caſt thy bread whileſt it is 
thine: and he exhorteth us-to do it both early and 
late; P [nthe morning ſow thy ſeed, and in the evening 
withhold not thine hand, 

3. The objec of our bounty,or the field where- 
inwe are tocaſt or ſow this ſced ſo freely and li- 
berally, is now laſt of all to be conſidered : and 
that is upon the waters: for,according tothe conceit 
of the vulgar ſort, thar is reputed loſt which is ſo 


of ſuch as beſtow benefits upon the ungratcfull, 
or where they are utterly loſt: and therefore this 
phraſe ſeemech very dark and obſcuie. But I ſhall 


preſently open the Allegory, and make it plain 
C unto 


beſtowed : and the Greek Proverb, ig ap arsipecs, | 
Thou ſoweſt upon the waters, is uſually underſtood 
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unto you. Waters in the Scriptures have a rwo- 
fold Allegoricall fignification. Firſt, they ſome- 
times ſignifie ſeries; in which ſenſe they are fre- 
quently uſed by David inthe book of the Pſalmes: 
4Save me,0 God,for the waters have come in unto my 
ſoul. T fink in deep mire, where there « no ſtanding: 1 
am come into deep waters,where the flouds overflow me. 
And elſewhere, * He ſent from above, he took me, 
he drew me out of many waters. Inwhich places,and 
diverſe other ſuch like ſpeeches, the Spirit of 
God expreſleth the miſeries and troubles of the 
children of God, by this Metaphor of Waters. 
Secondly, Waters do alſo ſignific people; for ſo the 
Angel expoundeth the viſion of the great Whore 
of Babylon unto S. John: * 7 he waters which thou 
ſaweſt wherethe Whore ſitteth, are peoples,multitudes, 
and nations ,and tongues. Now then in few words, if 
you put theſe two fignifications together, the Al- 
legory will be opened plainly; for miſeries and ? pun 
ple, ſpell in plain Engliſh miſerable people. And in- 
deed thoſe are the waters upon which we muſt caſt 
our bread: vis. the poore, the needie, the hungry, 
the thirfty, the naked, the fick, the priſoner, the

dayes inarich and plentifull harveſt, both in this 
life and the life ro come. See now thenthow far the

Make to your ſelves 
friends of the mammon of unrighteouſneſſe, that when 
ye fail, they may receive you into everlaſting habitati- 
ons. And again, 4 Sell that ye have and grve almes, 
provide your ſelves bags which wax not old, atreaſure 
is the heavens that faileth not where nothief approach- 
eh, neither moth corrupteth, Toconclude coy as 
L lately ſpake unto the poore, —_— them pa- 
tiently to ſubmir themſelves under the mighty 
hand of God , and to ſeck by good and lawfull 
means to pacific his anger, and ſeek his favour,that 
the light of his countenance may again ſhine upon 
them: So now you ſee that the ſcope of rhismy 
Exhortation is directed to the rich, to ſtirre them 
up in theſe hard times to ſhaw their compaſſion to 
the diſtreſſed members of Jeſus Chriſt, by caſting 
their bread upon the waters , upon thoſe faces 
which by reaſon of the ſharpneſle of this preſent

If you will not 
cruſt himwirh a littteparcell of your goods, how 
hardly would you part with your lives for his 
ſake, if the caſe did ſo require * We never ſaw 
theſe waters ſo plentifullas they are now amongſt 
us, never more watery faces. Let therefore ( I be- 
ſeech you ) theſe ruthfull ſpeacles, which in 
every place preſent themſelyes as objects of your 
fight, move you in the tender bowels of compaſl-' 
fion, to caft your bread upon theſe waters freely and 
liberally, that you may finde it again after many 
dayes. Burt if with Dives you refuſe to caſt your 
very* crumbes upon theſe waters; take heed leſt 
with him hercafter being in rorments, you cry 
and begge for y arops of water to cool your tongwes, 
and be denied themalfo as he was. Whoſe heart
